Last week, the Australian and New; 
Zealand Association for the Advancement: 
of Science held its 39th Congress in.Mel- 
bourne and the various daily newspapers 
reported extensively on its proceedings. 


On Thursday, January 19, 
several sections _ representing 
chemical engineering, chemistry, 
economies statistics and social 
science held a joint symposium 
in the form of a whole day 
study/excursion of the Altona 
Petrochemical Complex. 


The morning session at the 
University of Melbourne presen- 
{ed a panel of speakers includ- 
ing Altona Petrochemical Com- 
pany’s general manager, Mr. R. 
W. Eustis, whose subect was 
“The Impact of the Altona Com- 
plex on the Community.” 


The afternoon session consis- 
ted of a bus tour of Altona and 
“a visit to A.P.C. by some 120 
members. The main purposes of 
the tour were— 


@ To contrast older chemicals 
and industrial plants with a 
modern plant from the point 
of view of appearance and 
Jay out; 


@ To contrast the haphazard 
mixture of industry and com- 
merce and residences in older 
areas with a properly zoned 
development; 


To illustrate the public ameni- 
ties in Altona; 


To demonstrate how, with 
proper planning and controls, 
a large, modern chemical in- 
dustry can be established in 
a community without adverse 
affect on the environment; 


@ To inspect a large modern 
continuous process plant for 
making basic petrochemicals. 


The tour took in the foreshore, 
Pier Street shopping centre, the 
council chamber and offices, and 
plants in the Complex. 

After afternoon tea in the 
cafeteria acting plant manager, 
Mr. P. L. Moore, gave an out- 
line of the processes at A.P.C. 
while shire president, Cr. 8. G. 
Mclutosh, who attended the visit 
to A.P.C. with shire secretary, 
Mr. J. W. Waters, at the com- 
pany’s invitation, extended a 
very warm welcome to Altona to 
AN.Z.A.A.S, ‘members.

“The Metropolitan Board would 
be horrified at the primitive 
drainage and severage—but it 
eannot inspect’ Commonwealth 
outfits. . 

“No person in any” suburban 
home would be allowed to have 


such drainage. He would be 
proceeded against for such 
squalor. 


“It seems fo me fantastic that 
a family of seven is charged 
$64 a week for this.’ 

Senator Poyser was speaking 
at a further meeting last night 
when representatives of nine hos- 
tels were present.

Altona is Growing 


Altona is growing . . . and how! 
The shire is one of the fastest growing areas of 
metropolitan Melbourne—and one. of 


whole State. 


This is borne out by figures on the 
census held last year. The figures have 


just been released. 


Not only is Altona way ahead of many other 
centres as far as a growing population is concerned, 
the shire is overshadowing its near neighbours. 


At the end of June, 1961, Al- 
tona’s population was 15,758 in 
what was classed as suburban 
development, and another 53 
people in the ‘‘rural” area. 


Now that “rural” designation 
has been chopped out for Al- 
tona, and it is now all classed 
as suburban (or urban) develop- 
ment. 


And the head-counters found 
that at the end of June last year 
when the census was held, Al- 
tona's population was 24,984. 


This was a numerical increase 
of 9226 in % years. It repre- 
sents an increase of 58.55 per 
cent. in the period. 


What's more, there’s more 
MEN in Altona than women, 


It was found in the census that 
there were 13,031 males and 
11,953 females, in the shire. 


While Altona is forging ahead, 
it's immediate neighbours are 
not doing so well. 


In fact, their populations are 
falling. 

This is the picture in Foot- 
scray. . 
Footscray City’s population 
fell’ from 60,734 to 58,666 in the 
“) years between the censuses. 
This is a decrease of 2068 
people--a fall of 3.41 per cent. 
Williamstown fell, too, but not 
quite as much. 

This city's population 
from 30,962 to 30,416. 
This is a decrease of 546 
people, or 1.76 per cent.

This brings Melbourne's total 
population to 2,228,511. . 

Sydney's comparable popula- 
tion is 2,539,627. , 

The census found that Mel- 
bourne had grown 12.29 per cent. 
while Sydney had grown by'a 
little less—10.25 per cent. 

Altona’s great rise in popula- 
tion reflects the booming develop 
ment of most of Melbourne's 
outer suburban areas. 

Big increases were also re- 
corded in, Broadmeadows, Dia- 
mond Valley, Doncaster, Franks- 
ton, Keilor, Knox Shire, Nuna- 
wading, Springvale and Waver- 
ley. :

The past year has been one of steady consolida- 
tion in the Occupational Unit. 


With three large workrooms 
and a well-equipped physio room, 
a beautifully furnished ‘‘quiet 
room,’’ and two modern kitchens 
{one to teach the girls home- 
management in) and a_ long, 
wide glassed-in verandah where 
the seniors dine and play indoor 
games, this unit is a wonderful 
acquisition to Chis-Lon. 

This unit has opened up a new 
world for many spastic adoles- 
cents and adults, as well as pro- 
viding necessary training for 
those not so severely handi- 
capped who may be able to be 
placed in outside employment. 
The training in this unit covers 
a wide fleld and is not limited to 
employment only. A very impor- 
tant part is the preparation for 
a greater degree of independ- 
ance to widen their experiences 
and to give them a more mature 
outlook therefore helping them 
to be more readily accepted in 
the community. _ 

In the Junior Section the chil- 
dren now have the added advan- 
tage of daily speech therapy, 
and the services of a qualified 
teacher. The tutorial class has 
proved very successful, and a 
lot of the children now have the 
opportunity of participating in 
an experimental school program 
with a trained teacher. It has 
also been possible to find space 
at the centre for a nursery 
group. Seven tinies are now get- 
ting special care, attention and 
encouragement. 

Speech therapy, physiotherapy, 
and occupational therapy run 
concurrently in the program. 
In physiotherapy the main aim 
is to prevent deformity and to 
maintain the individual at the 
optimum level of independance, 
for example, walking frames are 
used with these aims in view. 
Speech therapy’s aims are to en- 
sure that the children have an 
adequate ‘form of communica- 
tion, that is, ones who us speech 
have the best. possible sounds, 
and with the deaf, work is done 
through signs and lip reading. 


In the asphasic. group compre- 
hension of speech is undertaken 
to enable them to use speech 
where possible and supplemented 
with signs and gestures. Occu- 
pational therapy is responsible 
for the work program, extra 
activities, and training in acti- 
vities of daily living, through 
the media of group and indivi- 
dual treatment. 

The ultimate aim is the devel- 
opment of each child as a whole 
personality—an accepted and 
contributing member of the 
family and the community, ex-” 
periencing dignity, self esteem, 
release of energies, and joy in 
achievement.

Phase I: A Footscray news- 
paper made an incorrect infer- 
ence from a correct calculation. 
It divided total rate revenue by 
the number of ratepayers and 
came up with the answer that 
Altona rates were the highest, 
By the accepted and only rea- 
sonable standard, ie., rates per 


dolar of net annual valuation, 
Altona ranked extremely low. 
This was made clear in the “‘Al- 
tona Star.” 

Phase 2: The ‘‘Altona Star” 
did some reckoning on its own 
account, After a study of past 
and current council estimates it 
announced that failing a reduc- 
tion in council services or loan 
raising, a rise in rates was most 
probable. 

This, however, was denied by 
the council at its next meeting 
when it was stated that no al- 
teration would be considered un- 
til 1968.

THE ALTONA STAR 
IN PERSPECTIVE 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


Altona Shire, with an acreage 
of 9936 acres, covers 1.49 per 
cent. of the metropolitan area. 
It is almost the smallest shire, 
Croydon having that place. 


Altona is larger than the 
average city which vary greatly 
in size, from Fitzroy, 904 acres, 
to Keilor, 24,265 acres. 


Included in Altona are swamp 
areas and parts subject to flood- 
ing. These are now, by Board 
of Works activities, confined to 
restricted and limited areas. As 
well a large section of Altona 
West. because of zoning orders 
and drainage problems, is as yet 
undeveloped. 


ROADS AND STREETS 


The more or less enduring 
features of all municipalities are 
roads and streets. 


Altona has 101 miles of roads 
of which 24 per cent. are bitu- 
men surfaced and 20 per cent. 
unformed. Throughout the met- 
ropolitan area about 50 of roads 
are bitumenised and 15 per cent 
unformed. A much higher per- 
centage of Footscray. Sunshine 
and Williamstown roads have 
bitumen surfaces. Altona has a 
mile of roads to every 226 of 
population. This compares with 
288 for the metropolitan area 
and 282 for Sunshine, “397 Wil- 
liamstown and 526 for Footscray. 


Footscray has only 118 miles 
of roads and Williamstown 79. 


Industrial development and 
swamp areas have obviously 
contributed to Altona’s road 
provision. The extent of roads 
in Altona net fronted by home 
dwellers is striking. 


INCIDENCE OF POPULATION 


The incidence of population 
varies in all cities and shires. 

Taking the usual standard Al- 
tona at 30/6/1965 had an estima- 
ted population of 1466 to the 
square mile. 

Throughout the metropolis 
figure was 1869. Leaving out 
the other shires we have the 
lowest city (Springvale) at 992 
and the highest (Fitzroy) 20,480. 
Of our neighbours Williamstown 
has 5613, Footscray 8960 and 
Sunshine 2227. From these 
figures the potentiat of Altona 
may be seen. A population of 
twice the present figure. Biving 
3000 to the square mile is quite 
possible. : 

People per home dwelling in 
Altona average 3.84 against a 
general average of 3.49. Sun- 


shine shows 4.17. Altona’s 


average occupancy is decreas- 
ing. Formerly it was in the 
vicinity of Sunshine. 


NET ANNUAL VALUATION 


Net annual valuation per head 
of population for the metropolis 
(omitting Melbourne City) is 
$165. Altona’s $249 was ex- 
ceeded by Port Melbourne, $338. 
In third place was South Mel- 
bourne ($238). Footscray, Sun- 
shine and Williamstown have 
figures of $159, $151 and $136 
respectively. A high net annual 
valuation is generally aided. by 
industrial or business activity. 
This has been notably achieved 
in Altona. In the early years of 
Altona Shire. exceptional figures 
for net annual valuation were 
recorded. However, in later 
years the percentage growth has 
barely exceeded that of the 
population. 


It is obvious that necessary 
extra revenue must come either 
from increases in net annual 
valuation or from increased in- 





cidence of rates to individual 
ratepayers. 
LOAN DEBT - 


For loan debt per head of 
population Box Hill led with 
$109, Altona was second’ with 
$105. The average was $38. Sun- 
shine, Footscray and Williams- 
town had 340, $36 and $25. If 
the liability for private street 
construction is omitted the re- 
maining loans would show—

Thé factors behind Altona's 
position cold probably be 
largely explained by a council 
statement. Obviously the trans- 
fer from Werribee Shire and 
the exceptional early develop- 
ment have played major parts. 


COUNCIL RATE CHARGE 


The present council rate of | 
13.5¢ compares with Sunshine 
4c, Footscray 13.5¢ and Wil- 
liamstown 16.5c. ” 


The Altona rate is an increase 
of 3.5¢ over the previous rates. 


In spite of the extra revenue 
thus received the total expendi- 


;ture in the shire in the forth- 


coming year on all accounts will 
be $145,000 less than last year. 
This in a.time of rising costs 
indicates at the least a pause 
in the rate of progress of the 
shire.

FRESHWATER FISH 

Another entry has been re- 
ceived in the freshwater compe- 
tition for the heaviest fish 
caught. 


DAYTIME FISHING 

In the summer months garfish 
frequent shallow water near 
grass beds and rock. A light 
spinning rod, 4 to 5lb. line, quick 
recovery reel and some long- 
shanked No. 10 to 12 hooks con- 
stitute the necessary gear. Two 
hooks on snoods of varying length 
attached to a light sinker or 
spreader, three to six feet be- 
low your floater, are ample, al- 
‘though some anglers fish up to 
four or five at a time. 

Best days are those with bright 
sunshine and a stiffish breeze. 
Fish down wind, either from a 
jetty or a likely position in the 
shallows, if wading or in a boat. 
A bread or berley-bag of shrimp 
netting filled with stale crusts 
is always a help. 

Best baits in order of prefe- 


ence are: Shrimp or maggots, 
sandworm, yabby, _craytail, 
mussel and prawn. On occa- 


sions tiny portions of gar flesh 
are quite a killer.

GARFISH 


Angling for these toothsome fish is a grarid 
sport and often rewarding by extensive bags. 

The legal size is eight inches from the tip of 
the upper jaw to the cleft of the tail. 


NIGHT FISHING 

The biggest garfish are invari- 
ably to be found at night. - They 
shoal under lights near piers 
and jetties. 

“Gear for night fishing is simi. 
lar to that for day work, except 
for the floater. For night fishing 
use two boat-shaped flat floats. 
preferably painted white, with 
two or three 5 to 6in. droppers 
between them, each to a long 
shanked No. 9 or 10 hook. It is 
important to fish down drift at 
night. Best bait: Sandworms. 

You may have a long vigil, 
waiting for the garfish to come 
in at night, but* when they dc 
they are usually the big oncs= 
15 to 18in. as often as not. 

Main point to remember when 
garfishing is to keep your fist 
coming fast once you hook him 
He's a fast swimmer and if you 
can't bring him in a bit faster 
than he wants to swim you wil 
lose him.
